LICENSING DRIVERS 


The tremendous increase in the use of 


automobiles during the past, few years, 
has made the problem of safety on the 
streets and highways one of the most vex- 
ing and pressing that public officials have 
to deal with. 


In 1916 there were 115.637 motor 


rehicles registered in the state of "Wiscon- 
sin, including motor trucks, while in 
1923 the number exclusive of the trucks 
reached 422.714. 


The addition of from 40.000 to 60.- 


• 000 motor vehicles to the number using 
the roads each year, most of them on the 
•streets of a few cities, is in itself enough 
to suggest a real problem in regulation. 
But "when it is recalled that there must 
be almost as many new drivers each year 
as there are new motor cars, and that in 
"Wisconsin there are no restrictions what- 
soever on who may drive a car. we begin 
to get at the reason for the present situa- 
tion. 


It is significant that the city and coun- 


ty 
officials, including 
the 
municipal 


judge, the chief of police, the sheriff and 
the motorcycle police of the city and coun- 
ty favor the plan of licensing all drivers of 
aiitomobiles. 
The reason for the unan- 


imity among officials on this question is 
not difficult to understand. 


In the first place it would be assur- 


ance that there would be no ;green7 driv- 
ers on the road, for certainly there would 
be no reason for a license ''law unless an 
examination were given to test the capa- 
bility of the driver before the license was 
issued. 


In the second place, flagrant violation 


of the law or evidence of incompeteney 
in driving would be reason for cancella- 
tion of the license and the removal of one 
dangerous driver from the highways for 
a time at least. 


The police officers are of the opinion 


that the power to cancel licenses will 
prove a more effective deterrent to care- 
less driving than the present plan of im- 
posing fines. 


"We are inclined to agree with this 


opinion. It is beyond question, a matter 
of importance that every person who at- 
tempts to drive a car on the public streets 
should be thoroughly familiar with the 
traffic regulations, and should be capable 
of handling the car in any emergency. It 
is certain that 60.000 drivers out on the 
roads learning to drive by the trial and 
success method constitute a grave danger. 


It is also certain that careless drivers 


•will realize their responsibility more ful- 
ly by the mere fact that they have a 
license that may be revoked for viola- 
tion of the law. 


The plan appears to have within it the 


possibility of preventing many accidents, 
also the means of removing from the 
streets the incompetent impossible driv- 
ers, and of holding over the careless driv- 
er the threat of tho keenest possible pun- 
ishment—the loss of the right to drive the

WHY KAISE MOSQUITOES? 


One of the greatest obstacles in the way of th«» 


health education of tho plain people is the fact that 
tho people already know so many things which ain't 
so. This Billings complaint Is a great deal more 
serious than the victims of it realize, for 
them languishing in a 
which very often means needless suffering. 
Take 


mosquitoes about the place. What a lot of plain 
people still think these pests are unavoidable, that 
the mosquitt-es develop In the weeds, und the bush- 
es and in tho tall grass about nearby neglected yards 
or even in tho cool shade of well kept hedges or 
other shrubbery in one's own dooryard. 
Surely 


they have been taught differently—but that's the 
discouraging thing about Billings complaint, it's so 
very, very difficult for the victims to unlearn what 
they know. People with very bad cases of Billings 
complain find doctors an unsatisfactory source of 
casual or curbstone advice. 
It seems the people 


build up problems out of their own understanding— 
which is all wrong—and the doctors are too bored 
to attempt, to tell it all over again and so they let 
it go or hem and haw their way out of it the best 
they can. This mosquito business, now. 
It isn't 


wortti while, trying to tell folks with Billings com- 
plaint that the mosquitoes do not breed under the 
bushes or in the tall grass, for they know better 
and only feel sorry for your ignorance. 


The mosquitoes are partly to blame themselves. 


for they certainly do like to congregate in cool moist 
dark places, in the shade of the barberry bush or 
under a privet, where they exchange tales of the 
hase and pick their teeth and get tips on the lay of 
the game. But so far as any multiplication is con- 
cerned such hangouts or recreation places might 
as well as Sangster clinics. The mosquitoes can 
breed only in standing water, and anything from 
an obstructed eave to a cow track or a discarded 
tomato can will do to hold the water. If the tall 
grass, the bushes or hedges are used as a cover 
for discarded junk, mosquitoes may breed there 
just as well as they d'o in the rain barrel or foun- 
tain or pond or sluggish creek. 
Clean up these 


breeding places and the mosquitoes will disappear. 
If a pool of water or a pond or fountain can't be 
drained..sprinkle a wee bit of kerosene oil on the 
surface. That suffocates the mosquito larvae (wig- 
gle tails), for they have to come to the surface fre- 
quently for air or live all the time at the surface 
of the water. If it is a rain barrel or other re- 
ceptacle where water or watery material is kept, 
keep it tightly covered or at least screened against 
access of mosquitoes seeking a place to lay their 
eggs'. Ponds., fountains and other open standing 
water may be stocked with minnows, which eat 
the larvae, or even goldfish, which are less ef- 
fective than minnows. 
, 
Enough mosquitoes to make an entire neighbor- 


hood miserable may be cultivated in an obstructed 
eave or drain pipe or in an uncovered garbage can 
or rain barrel or even in a flower urn in which the 
water stands for a week or longer. 


Mosquitoes in the neighborhood are as definitely 


a mark of bad grounds keeping as flies in the home 
are a mark of bad housekeeping.

Much as Applcton residents have 


complained over the cool and wet sea- 
son. they have had a valuable ally In 
Jupiter Pluvlus when It camo to beat- 
1ne the water bills this summer. 


Tho cold, wet spring of 1924 had no 


effect upon the city water consump- 
tion. but Juno and July, two of the 
water department's three most lucra- 
tive months of the year, fell below the 
records made In the year 1923. 


Water used In March this year ex- 


ceeded the consumption for March, 
1923. 
by a million and a halt" gallons. 


Meters registered 51.730,000 gallons In 
April this year, the first time April 
ever went over the 50.000.000 mark. 
May also showed an increase of nearly 
*#00,000 gallons over the same month 
In the previous year. 


Less water was consumed in Apple- 


ton during June or July than in May. 
Compared with June. 1023. that month 
this year showed a. decrease of near- 
ly 5.000.000 gallons, and July showed 
a decrease of 4.000.000 
gallons, as 


againsjt. July. 1023/ 


COMPARISON OsTAIB 


A comparison of 1924 figures with 
those of 1923 is not Just according to 
water department 
officials, 
for the 


reason that both years represent two 
different extremes. Last summer was 
a summer of drouth, while the spring 
and summer of 1924 have been ex- 
ceedingly wet.- 


Although the difference 
in water 


used for drinking is not significant, 
the loss of water In garden and lawn 
sprinkling Is. The summer months 
are the best months of the year for 
the department, on account of the ex- 
tra consumption for street flushing, 
automobile washing, garden and lawn 
sprinkling and more frequent baths. 


While there were days last summer 


•when the pumps at the pumping' sta- 
tion were forced to operate 24 hours a 
day in order to keep up with the de- 
mand, the department has not felt the 
same pressure this 'year, in spits of the 
fact that there has been a net gain of 
SIS consumers since Sept. 1. 1923. 


EXCEEDS 1922 DEMA>D 


Nevertheless, the demand for wa- 


ter is still greatly in excess of that 
in 1922 which was 
a. more normal 


year. A comparison of the consump- 
tion during the spring and summer 
months of 1924. 1923 and 1922 will be 
of interest. In 1922 the record was as 
follows: March. 43.040.000 
gallons: 


April. 40.730.000; May, 43.820.000; June. 
45.690.000: July 47,850,000. At no time 
In 1922 did the consumption reach the 
60,000,000 gallon mark. 
The record 


for 1923 was: March. 48,380.000; April 
46.930.000: May. 50.800,000; June, 55, 
520.000: July. 56.250,000; August. 57. 
420.000. May of that year was the 
first time* that any month registered 
more than 50.000.000 gallons of water, 
end August. 1923, was the largest 
amount ever reached before or after.

A few other facts are given to show 


why the increase in water consump 
tion is not advancing as rapidly as 
might be expected. Unaccounted for 
water is being held down consider, 
ably. Large- leaks aro less frequent. 
Consumers are more careful about 
leakages in their bathrooms. A large 
number of water consumers are still 
finicky about filtered water and per- 
sist in drinking well water. 


FEWER FIRES 


Fires during the spring and summer 


months in Appleton. especially those 
arising outside the building, 
have 


been reduced by about 50 per cent, 
due to wet weather. 
About 50 per 


cent less water in general is being 
consumed for fire extinction purposes 
than was used in more recent years. 
This attributed to thorough flro in- 
spection. 


The Riverside Fibre and Paper com- 


pany, which was one of the largest 
consumers and used about 1,300.000 
gallons a month, is now off the list as 
result of the installation of a private 
filtration plant. 
A few other large 


Industries also are Independent of the 
Appleton waterworks, except for fire 
protection. 


Varied and numerous are the uses 


of water, but the best customer that 
the Appleton water department has on 
its books is the city of Appleton it 
eelf. It pays a monthly rental of ap- 
proximately $3.300 and uses as much 
as 825.0000 gallons in one month. The 
Chicago & Northwestern railway is 
the next largest 
consumer, paying 


over S2.200 for service last year for lo- 
comotlves and buildings. Tho Inter- 
lake Pulp and Paper company is third 
with a yearly bill of about $1,500 and 
Lawrence college next with a bill of 
nearly $1,000 annually.
